MAKES A FEW REMARKS 


ABOUT SYSTEM PLAYING

The Insatiable Desire to Make Big Winnings is What 


Helps the House’s Bankroll. 


DEALER CAN WIN WITHOUT AID OF CROOKED BOXES.

The Percentage in Favor of the 


Bank is Great Enough to Get the 


Money in the Straight Games.

“Whenever some one comes to the front with a ‘sys- 
tem’ for beating roulette, or making the quiet gentle- 
man who deals out the cards turn over the box, you 
will hear a lot of the wise ones say, ‘It’s nonsense. 
There’s no system that can beat the bank’s percent- 
age,’ ’’ remarked a well-known gambler the other day. 
“Of course there is a good deal of truth in this. But 
the people who talk this way overlook the best ally the 
house has, This is human nature. It wins more for the 
bank than all the splits and zeros. Ninety-nine times 
out of a hundred it is the only ally the house needs, 
But once in a while, and it’s once in a very long while, 
too, this ally proves treacherous, It’s then, if the man 
with the bankroll isn’t absolutely square, that the brace 
dealing is done. 

‘Poor human nature helps the bank most frequently 
when the player wants too much, and wants it right 
away. Supposing you go toa business man and offer 
him ten per cent for the use of asum of money for a 
few hours. Would he think the offera good one? If 
he didn’t think it was simply a get-rich-quick scheme 
for robbing him, he would consider it better than the 
Klondyke and Standard Oil combined. But let that 
same man sit down in front of a faro game with a 
hundred dollars in his pocket. Will he be content to 
win ten dollars and then cash in? Not once in ten 
thousand times. He considers himself a piker if he 
doesn’t make two or three hundred per cent, and make 
it in a couple of hours’ play. Even if he doubles his 
money the average man isn’t satisfied. He’s more 
likely to draw a long breath and say to himself: ‘Here’s 
where I dent the bankroll.’ And a little while after 
that the proprietor of the house has another century 
all ready to deposit in the morning. 

“Of course, there are exceptions to this rule, But the 
exceptions are professional gamblers, not ‘producers,’ 
as they callthe men who have a legitimate business 
and in reality furnish the funds which buy shiny stones 
for the man back of the box. There are men who play 
day in and day out, and who, after they have put a 
hundred or five hundred into the game, ure perfectly 
satisfied to cash in when they are ten or fifty ahead. 
If can’t be said that players of this sort are popular 
with the house. But they don’t contribute much of 
their coin toward buying autos for the man backing 
the game. 

“The second quick aid to getting rich that human 
nature contributes to the house is the tendency which 
most men have to back bad luck heavily and let their 
good luck play itself out without putting them much to 
the better. A man wins two or three bets in a row. 





Then he thinks that it is up to him to lose the next, 





likely to be played out and the succeeding current of 
bad luck will sweep away got only his winning, but the 
stake he originally started with. After he is ‘broke,’ or 
has lost all he can afford, he will go away cursing his 
luck. He doesn’t appreciate that he has been backing 
bad luck systematically, coppering bis chances of win- 
ning and playing in a manner that would put a strain 
on a national bank. It is only one of the instances 
which prove the truth of the old saying, ‘The machine 
will always beat the man,’ but it is an instance which 
one can see duplicated a dozen times an evening before 
any faro bank or roulette wheel. 

“It is right here that the professional gambler has 
the better of the ordinary player. Watch an exper- 
ienced player when he is trying to put a ‘crimp’ in the 
bankroll. He keeps putting down little bets; that is, 
small bets compared with the amount of his resources, 
never getting excited, simply waiting coolly for the 
time wher things seem to be coming his way. Then 
his style of play changes. Instead of figuring that be- 
cause he has won a few bets itis up to him to lose he 
keeps increasing the amounts he puts down. If he 
wins a bet he lets both his original bet and the amount 
the house has just paid him stay up. In that way he is 
not only Lacking his good luck instead of his bad, but 
to a certain extent is betting the house’s coin against 
itself. 

“But it isn’t human nature to do this. Not one player 
in a score has sufficient self-restraint for this sort of 
game, And the man who can do it has acquired this 
ability by long and probably expensive training. Of 
course, he still has both the percentage of the game 
and the bank’s far larger capital against him. But he 
has cut out the ‘machine against the man’ end of the 
game, which works so strongly against the ordinary 
player. 

“Another thing the ordinary individual who goes 
against the bank fails to appreciate is how much better 
protected the bank is than the player against an extra- 
ordinary run of bad luck. The man bucking faro 
thinks he is playing a conservative game if he puts 
down 1 or 2 per cent. of his whole stake each time; but 
the bank has from two hundred to a thousand times 
the limit back of it, and the limit bets are few and far 
between. The result is that the banker can stand a run 
of bad Juck without it worrying him much. He knows 
the tide is certain to turn long before he is in any real 
danger. A similar streak of luck breaks the player 
And then the fact that perhaps his luck was just at the 
turning point doesn’t help him any. His money is 
safely tucked away in a little drawer back of the box. 
It has gone to protect the house still further against a 
possible run of bad luck, But it 
isn’t the limit or the percentage 
which protects the house against 
the doubling-up system that many 
players think would be infallible if 
they could only play it through. 
The house is well protected against 
that system by what might 
called luck itself, 

“Tn roulette a man bets a white 
chip on the red, loses and doubles 
his bet. Perhaps he may lose 
four or five times in a row, and 
each time he doublesup. Then he 
is likely to win. In fact, he will 
nine times out of ten before the 
losing series amounts to more 
than five or six turns against him. 
It looks an easy game. But watch 
it through a long series of plays. 
Each time the player wins he is 
only ahead his original small 
stake. Alongrun of bets in his 
favor doesn’t help him much, But 
by and by he is certain to strike a 
big run against him, where he will 
be playing the red, and it will come 
black a dozen or twenty times. 
Each time he must double his 
stake, and even if he is allowed to 
bet the limit, which issoon reached 
at this game, such a run of bad 
luck would create a vacuum in the 
United States Treasury. 

“On the other band, a player

Riding the winner is not the only work connected with 
it. Careful preparation must be made by every jockey. 
Not alone are the thoroughbreds trained for the races.

Smith is now 2% years old, and his 
wonderful muscular development is due to constant 
daily exercise with dumb-bells since childhood. The 
bells he uses have been increased in weight from time 
| to time until now he thinks nothing of putting up 
weights of 200 pounds with either his right or left arm. 
He has been a member of the Y. M. C. A. for the past 
four years, where he has been taught to use his muscles 
to the greatest advantage and how to preserve them. 
He now weighs 170 pounds, stands 5 feet 6% inches 
high, and bas biceps that measure 17 inches and a fore-

A great many people are satisfied that Corbett has de- 
veloped something of the punch he announced he 
would try for when he started training, and with this 
punch all agree that he bas a good chance of whipping 
Jeffries.

that a “crooked” deal has been framed up. As I 
said last week, McCarey is responsible for the story 
now going the rounds of the country to the effect that 
the result has been prearranged, and to emphasize 
that opinion he claims to have been present ata dicker 
between Jeffries and Harry Corbett, Jim’s brother, 
when all the details of the fight were arranged, and 
everything settled, even to the round in which the 
coup was to happen. 

A statement like that ought to be contemptuously 
ignored, but unfortunately there are a lot of people 
interested in the doings of the fighters who might be 
disposed to give such an announcement more consid- 
eration than it deserves. I refer to the class who are 
prone to believe that every horse but the winner is 
pulled, every baseball game is thrown, every fight 
fixed and that dishonesty is rampant in everything 
with which sporting men are connected. 

Of course, the two principals deny the yarn, and 
claim to be eager for anything short of murder, so 
bitter is the existent feeling. The champion says it isa 
case of pique. Disappointed at not securing the con- 
test between himself and Fitzsimmons for his club, 
Jeffries says, led to McCarey telling this tale, out of 
revenge, hoping to kill interest in the bout. 

What effect the whole matter will really have on the 
match is not apparent at this time, as itis over a month 
off, and there is plenty of time either to verify or turn 
down the entire matter.

“Kid” McCoy tried himself out the other 
day. So much had been said and written about hav- 
ing gone back, lost his form, forgotten how to fight, 
lack “the punch,” and a lot of things indicative of a 
fighter’s relegation to the back number division that 
the “Kid” really did not know whether he was a dead 
one or not. The opportunity to convince himself was 
afforded him the other day in the barroom at the Haw- 
thorne race track. Incidentally, a certain Haley 
Williams, alleged to be a New Orleans plunger, found 
cause for regret that he had a poor memory for faces. 

Just after the third race Williams and several friends 
were standing at the barwhen McCoy and two men 
stepped up and asked for drinks. The pugilist’s elbow 
touched Williams, and the latter, priding himself upon 
his 250 pounds avoirdupois, gave McCoy a shove and, 
in a snarling voice, ordered him to “get off the earth.”’

Sam Fitzpatrick, who has been mixed up 
in the affairs of several good fighters, notably Peter 
Jackson, George Lavigne and Tom Sharkey, believes 
he has another heavyweight championship possibility 
in the person of Con Coughlin, This newest aspirant 
for heavyweight honors is being industriously touted 
asthe next opponent Jim Jeffries will have in a bout 
for the title, and Fitzpatrick believes him to be a world 
beater. 

Standing six feet four inches in his bare feet and tip- 
ping the scales at 245 pounds, not an ounce of which is 
not either muscle or bone, Coughlin does indeed appear 
the formidable fighter that he is said to be by his man- 
ager. 

“T found Coughlin fighting anyone who would meet 
him over in Ireland,” said Fitzpatrick. ‘‘He was 
recognized by all the boxers as the legitimate Irish 
champion. He never fought a man who was willing 
to meet him the second time. 

“T saw him in one battle and I declare on my word 
of honor I was never so impressed by any fighter.

tant period. If Hanlon’s admirers had nothing but the 
little chap’s fight with Young Corbett to base their en- 
thusiasm upon that would be all and sufficient, for in 
the battle referred to he contended step by step and 
inch by inch for supremacy with the acknowledged 
champion, and only a very close margin prevented the 
Californian from taking Corbett’s laurels away from 
him, As it was the decision was a draw, and many 
people who were at the ringside were of the opinion 
that Hanlon should have received the award. 

There were three rounds in which Hanlon outfought 
his opponent completely. These were the tenth, 
eleventh and eighteenth. In the latter round Corbett 
was sent down with a right-hander on the stomach, but 
he was up before many seconds had elapsed and was 
ready to mix it again. There may have been other 
rounds in which Hanlon had a slight advantage, but in 
the rounds referred to there was not the slightest 
chance for an argument as to which of the boys did the 
better work. 

If Hanton had fought at an even gait there is scarcely 
a doubt that he would have proved Corbett’s master. 
Eddie employed the same tactics that he did with At- 
tell. He folded his arms across his face and remained 
covered up while Corbett see-sawed in front of him and 
kept jolting uppercuts at the Californian’s barricade. 

There was little to choose between them in the eighth 
and ninth rounds, but in the tenth and eleventh Han- 
lon administered so many blows to the champion that 
the end of the contest seemed to be at hand. Corbett 
was groggy, but after going to his corner weary-legged 
he came jauntily up for the thirteenth round, and 
forced Hanlon to go on the defensive. 

Hanlon pressed his man to the ropes over and over 
again, where he dealt double-handed body punches as 
fast as he could send them in. In the eighteenth round 
Corbett was sent to the floor with a right to the pit of 
the stomach. 

In the concluding round Hanlon started out bravely, 
but Corbett pulled himself together for a grand rally, 
and the hooxs and jolts and swings he landed made 
the eyes of Hanlon’s seconds bulge. Then Hanlon 
straightened up and began one of his furious rallies. 
He worked Corbett to the side of the ring and they 
were smashing away at each other when the gong sig- 
nalled the end. 

Of the excellence of Hanlon’s showing there can be 
no question. He surprised Corbett and he surprised 
his own ardent admirers. He gave the biggest surprise 
above all to those who insisted that he had nothing 
better than the short end of a 10-to-7 chance. Of 
his gameness there is not a particle of doubt. He is 
fast developing into a lightweight. Atthe present time 
he is about eizhteen years old, and if he continues at 
the game it Is more than likely that he will be the 
lightweight champion of the world before he reaches 
his twenty-first year.
